york  entered  its  second  season  of  competition  as  a 
four  year  college,  the  1970-71  squad  had  its  first  se- 
niors, in  the  school  history,  finishing  a  full  collegiate 
career,  the  team  faced  many  difficulties  in  gaining  ac- 
ceptance by  the  other  four  year  college  in  the  area,  the 
Spartans  had  to  travel  extensively  and  accept  some 
disadvantages,  however,  the  most  obvious  single  limi- 
tation was  lack  of  physical  size,  the  yorkers  were  al- 
most midgets  in  current  day  basketball  circles. 

despite  the  schedule  and  size  limitations  and  inju- 
ries during  the  season,  the  spartans  worked  to  within 
one  game  of  a  .500  season  with  a  12-13  record. 

george  harris  served  his  third  consecutive  year  as 
captain  of  the  spartan  squad,  and  distinguished  him- 
self among  his  teammates,  he  scored  959  points 
during  his  career  and  produced  exceptional  records 
for  shooting  accuracy,  sam  thuma  joined  harris  in  the 
role  of  york's  first  seniors,  and  also  earned  respect  of 
all  his  associates,  jim  roth  and  bob  klingseisen  led 
york's  scoring,  klingseisen  has  scored  971  points  in 
three  seasons,  he  currently  holds  the  all  time  scoring 
record  at  york.  roth  has  scored  788  points  in  two 
seasons  and  led  the  70-71  squad  with  452  points.

york's  1971  team  seemed  to  suffer  an  unusual  succession 
of  unfortunate  breaks  during  the  short  college  season,  al- 
though the  won-lost  record  was  the  lowest  in  the  last  dec- 
ade (6-10),  coach  jaquet  believes  that  the  1970-71  team  was 
better  than  many  recent  teams  which  posted  winning 
records,  coach  jaquet  insists  the  team  would  have  "come  on 
strong"  if  it  had  played  a  longer  season. 

york  baseball  enjoys  a  reputation  that  caused  each  op- 
ponent to  save  its  pitching  ace  for  the  spartans.  york  has  in- 
tentionally scheduled  the  middle  atlantic  areas  best  small 
college  teams,  a  final  limitation  is  that  virtually  all  op- 
ponents take  southern  conditioning  trips  and  all  play 
longer  schedules. 

york's  offensive  efforts  were  paced  by  senior  captains 
wait  sechrist  and  mike  reachard.  this  year  reachard  led  the 
hitting  with  a  .373  mark  and  sechrist  was  second  with  .340. 
jim  may  led  the  squad  in  runs  batted  in  with  12.  freshman 
dave  cochran  led  in  slugging  percentage  with  .483  and  29 
total  bases,  york's  difficuhies  were  reflected  in  pitching  a 
4.5  e.r.a.  was  the  spartans  best  and  york  pitchers  gave  up 
16  home  runs  and  11  triples. 

the  team  played  several  outstanding  games  in  close 
losses:  a  10-8  loss  to  a  powerful  millersville  team;  a  4-2  loss 
to  perennial  powerhouse  george  mason;  and  a  10  inning 
loss  to  elizabethtown,  15-11. 

highlights  of  the  season  was  an  8th  inning  comeback  win 
over  howard  university's  cia  conference  champs,  and  a  one 
run  win  over  mansfield  state,  defending  champs  of  both  the 
Pennsylvania  state  college  conference  and  district  19  of  the 
naia.  the  trio  of  dave  cochran,  larry  swartz,  and  greg  ernst 
will  be  an  excellent  nucleus  for  next  year's  team.
